banker, the merchant, the railroads 
and other business interests are cor­ 
respondingly 
profiting 
from 
the 
work. 
City ¡»eople in general, de­ 
pendent upon the products of the 
farm, are all of them affected. 
One 
of the principal aims of the depart­ 
ment is to keep on the farm cap­ 
able, interested and trained 
young 
men and women, it being generally 
recognized that flu* future of agri­ 
culture depends largely 
upon 
this 
thing. 
The report shows that during the 
year the United States Department 
of Agriculture lent considerable as­ 
sistance to the extension campaign, 
notably in county agent and young 
people s club and contest work. 
Al­ 
so in hog cholera work and dairy 
cow testing 
the 
government 
has 
worked in hearty cooperation 
with 
tiie Purdue agents. 
All of the coun­ 
ties that appointed 
county 
agents 
were supplied with competent men 
ami teachers in schools where agri­ 
culture is being taught in accord­ 
ance with (he 
vocational 
training 
law were assisted during the year by 
instructors from the Extension De­ 
partment, 4,931 teachers in the state 
receiving 
instruction. 
Sixty-three 
counties ot the state 
were 
repre­ 
sented by 263 teachers at the sum­ 
mer school conducted at Purdue. In 
home economics the Department lias 
done successful work also, demon­ 
stration- in connection with Farm­ 
ers Short Courses and independent 
of them, being attended by 
more 
than 6,000 women and girls. The al­ 
falfa campaign conducted by 
the 
Department brought 
valuable 
in­ 
formation directly to more than 16,- 
000 farmers. 
Speakers and judges 
were sent to more than 100 special 
agricultural meetings. 
More 
than 
2,300 samples of seed were tested 
in the special laboratory for 
this 
purpose. 
In the division of Farmers* 
In- 
stitutes the report shows that the 
number of meetings to the county 
range from 1 to 10 and that there 
were 410 separate meetings with l,- 
200 sessions. 
The average attend­ 
ance at each meeting was 502 and 
the total attendance at these insti­ 
tutes was 248,203. 
The increase in 
the aggregate attendance above that 
of the previous year was 22,797 or 


more than 10 percent. 
Women in­ 
structors attended 360 meetings. 
In 
the division of Short Courses and 
exhibits the report shows that prac­ 
tically all county fairs in the state 
had Purdue exhibits. 
The number 
of district Short Courses! held was 
^6 and the total attendance was 11,- 
450. 


The report of the division of boys’ 
and girls clubs and agricultural ed­ 
ucation sets forth the close relation 
of the clubs to school work in agri­ 
culture and domestic science. 
The 
county agent and the county .super­ 
intendent of schools arc the leaders 
in this field. 
More than 25,000 boys 
and girls enrolled in the home pro­ 
ject club work such as corn grow­ 
ing, potato growing, poultry raising, 
gardening and 
canning. 
In 
every 
county in the state work in agricul­ 
ture and domestic science is 
being 
carried on and some kind of eon 
test or club work has been 
done. 
Through the efforts of the county 
agent as directed by the Extension 
Department more than 3,200 boys 
and girls are engaged in practical 
work in agriculture. 


In the county agent division of the 
Extension 
Department’s 
activities 
the following campaigns weer car­ 
ried on 
during 
the year; 
wheat, 
■^eed corn, oat smut and potato scab, 
orchard management, pork produc­ 
tion and alfalfa. 
A 
total 
of 
94 
counties were visited in which 419 
meetings were held with an attend­ 
ance of 28,101. 
In addition to these 
.'■'pecial project meetings the county 
agents through the medium of town­ 
ship or farmers’ community clubs 
and schools held 3,350 meetings with 
a total attendance of 
305,022 
at 
which seasonal topics were discuss­ 
ed. 
The 
county 
agents 
v i s i t e d 
nearly 10,000 farms in response to 
requests from owners. 


In the animal husbandry depart­ 
ment much valuable work was done. 
\ arious liv e 
stock 
meetings 
were 
held in all parts of the state, a live 
stock survey was conducted in the 
central southern part 
of 
Indiana, 
special work was done in hog pro­ 
duction and management and there 
were many other activities. 
Jn the 
division of botany the prneipal ac­ 
tivities were along the line of re­ 
search dealing with weed eradica­ 
tion and diseases. 
The dairy hus­ 
bandry division 
contributed 
much 
information to the dairy farmers of 
tbe state and in the division of en­ 
tomology lectures 
and 
laboratory 
work was 
carried on 
successfully. 
In the home economics, horticulture* 
soils and crops and veterinary di­ 
visions ot the Extension Department 
n vast amount of work was done in 
connection with the 
Department’s 
educational campaign.

Would do Away With Autos Cap­ 


able of Doing 30 Miles an Hour 


Now Gees to Senate Where Its Pas­ 


sage is Certain Because All 


Parties Favor it. 


(B y U nited Press.) 
Indianapolis, Feb. 26.— The com­ 
promise 
work m an’s 
com pensation 
bill which passed the house late y es­ 
terday 84 to 3 was believed today to 
be in the final form in which it will 
he enacted. 
President Fox of the 
Indiana Federation of Labor, and F. 
M. Smith, secretary of the Indiana 
Association of M anufacturers and 
Commerce, both declared today that 
no amendments would be offered on 
the lloor of the senate, in behalf of 
either organization. 
Its passage is 
expected. 


The “Industrial B oard 
of 
Indi­ 
a na ” to adm inister 
the law 
would 
be appointed as soon as it 
tak es 
effect. 
This board would 
replace 
the present bureau of 
inspection, 
and its chief, 
E dgar 
A. 
Perk ins, 
would become a 
member 
of 
the 
board. 
The other 
two 
members 
would be appointed by the Governor. 
The salaries 
of 
each 
would 
he 
$1,000 a y ear. 
In simple words, the 
bill 
would 
give any employ injured (while a t 
work 55 per cent, of 
this 
salary 
during the period he was unable to 
work . 
The provisions for the relief and 
care of w ork ers who are injured in 
the mines, factories, shops, and oth­ 
er industries of the state, and 
the 
fam ilies of those who die from such 
injuries, would not tak e effect until 
Sept. 1 of this y ear. 
At that time 
every employ er and employ e would 
be considered to have come under 
the provisions of the act unless he 
had given specific notice 
that 
be 
preferred to tak e his 
chances 
at 
law suits in the courts. 
An employ er 
who came under the act would have 
the old 
defenses 
of 
contributory 
negligence, the fellow -servant 
rule 
and assum ed risk against an em­ 
ploy e who refused to come under it. 
But no employ er 
who 
refused 
to 
come under it woud have these de­ 
fenses. 
The injured employ e or his rep­ 
resentative would have to give no­ 
tice of the accident to tin* employ er 
as soon as practicable 
and 
within 
thirty day s unless 
reasonable 
ex­ 
cuse were given to the board for not 
doing so. 
For thirty day s or more 
the employ er would have to furnish, 
and the employ e 
accept, 
medical 
service, but the board might order a 
change in medical service on com- 
piaint. 
The pay m ent of com pensa­ 
tions would begin two week s 
after 
the injury , and would be on the ba­ 
sis of 55 per cent, of the average 
daily wage of the employ es, but (lie 
average would be considered 
not 
less than $10 nor more than $24 a 
week . 
In case of total 
disability , 
the 
employ e would be cared for at this 
rate not to exceed 500 week s. 
In case of partial disability , there 
would he paid to the injured employ e 
during his disability a week ly com­ 
pensation equal to half the differ­ 
ence between his “average 
week ly 
wage” and the 
week ly 
wage 
at 
which he is actually employ ed after 
the injury , for a period not to ex­ 
ceed 500 week s. 
For crippling accidents, the com­ 
pensation would run from 15 
week s 
for the loss of a finger, to 200 week s 
for the loss of an arm. 
When death results in three hun­ 
dred week s, there would be paid to 
the dependents a compensation dur­ 
ing the rem aining part of the 
300 
week s. 
A wife or husband or child­ 
ren under L8 would 
be 
considered 
wholly dependent. 
In no case 
would 
compensation 
exceed 5,000.

Another Would Compel Drivers 
to 


Have Eyes Tested to Qualify 


Them to Operate Cars 


(B y United Press. 1 
Harrisburg, pi(., K*b. 2 6 — Prac- 
tieally every automobile 
owner 
in 
Pennsy lvania would have to junk his 
car 
01* migrate, and every 
m anu­ 
facturer or dealer in motor vehicles 
would have to re-adjust hi* business 
if a measure presented by Sen. F. 
i \ ( roit, of 
Montgomery 
county , 
should be passed. 
The bill provides: 
“ That il should be unlawful to 
sell or offer for sale or operate on 
any public motor highway , or per­ 
mit to be operated on any public 
highway , any motor vehicle 
which 
can be driven at a 
speed 
greater 
than thirty mile* per heur, on an 
ordinary level highway . 
Violations 
are punishable by a $500 fine or one 
y ear in prison. 


The bill is 
designed 
to prevent 
reck le^> and fast driving. 
About 
9 0,000 owners of ears would come 
under the provisions of the measure. 


Four other bills affecting 
motor 
vehicles have appeared in the a s ­ 
sembly . 
One of the most drastic is 
sponsored by Rep. Richard J. Bald­ 
win, of Delaware, 
It is also aimed 
at reck less drivers, asserting 
that 
tin* reason why “there arc not more 
persons maimed or k illed each y ear 
is a m atter of good luck ”, and de­

terday 84 to ii was believed today to 
be in the final form in which it will 
be enacted. 
President Fox of the 


Indiana Federation oi' Labor, and I1'. 
M. Smith, secretary of the Indiana 
Association of Manufacturers and 
Commerce, both declared today that 
no amendments would be offered on 
the floor of the senate, in behalf of 
either organization. Its passage is 
expected. 


The "Industrial Board 
of 
Indi- 


ana" to administer 
the law would 


be appointed as soon as it 
takes 


effect. 
.This board would 
replace 


the present bureau of 
inspection, 


and its chief, Edgar A. Perkins, 
would become a 
member 
of 
the 


board. 
The other 
two 
members 


would be appointed by the Governor. 
The salaries 
of 
each 
would 
be 


!fl,!)()0- a year. 


In simple words, the 
bill would 


give any employ injured (while at 
work 55 per cent, of 
this 
salary 


during the period he was unable to 
work. 


The provisions for the relief and 


care of workers \vlio are injured in 
the mines, factories, shops, and oth- 
er industries of the state, and 
the 


families of those who die from such, 
injuries, would not take effect until 
Sept. 1 of this year. At that time 
every employer and employe would 
be considered to have come under 
the provisions of the act unless he 
liad given specific notice 
that 
he 


preferred to take his 
chances 
at 


lawsuits in the courts. An employer 
who came under the act would have 
the old 
defenses 
of 
contributory 


negligence, the fellow-servant 
rule 


and assumed risk against an em- 
ploye who refused to come under it. 
But no employer 
who refused 
to 


ome under it woud have these de- 
fenses. 


The injured employe or his rep- 


resentative would have to give no- 
tice of the accident lu the employer 
as soon as practicable and 
williin 


thirty days unless 
reasonable 
ex- 


cuse were given to the board for not 
doing so. For thirty days or more 
the employer would have to furnish, 
and the employe 
accept, 
medical 


service, but the board might order a 
change in medical service on coni- 
piaint. 
The payment of compensa- 


tions would begin two weeks 
after 


tho injury, and would be on the ba- 
sis of 55 per cent, of the average 
daily wage of the employes, but the 
average would • be considered 
not 


less than $10 nor more than $24 a 
week. 


In case of total disability, 
the 


employe would be cared for at this 
rate not to exceed 500 weeks. 


In case of partial disability, there 


would be paid to the injured employe 
during his disability a weekly com- 
pensation equal to half the differ- 
ence between his "average 
weekly 


wage" and the 
weekly 
wage 
at 


which he is actually employed after 
the injury, for a period not to ex- 
ceed 500 weeks. 


For crippling accidents, the com- 


pensation would run from 15 weeks 
for the loss of a finger, to 200 weeks 
for the loss of an arm. 


When death results.in three hun- 


dred weeks, there would be paid to 
the dependents a compensation dur- 
ing the remaining part of the 300 
weeks. A wife-or husband or child- 
ren under 18 would be considered 
wholly dependent. 


In no case 
would 
compensation 


exceed 5,000.

Another rule the state hoard self 


out is that dogs under three months 
of age are not to be assessed. 


•All property is to be assessed in 


round numbers and nothing under 
$10 is to be listed. 
This rule is 


likely to cause a falling off in tlu 
value of watches, revolvers, sewing 
machines, clocks, etc.
